The Khans, Me, Aly, and Allie; 
Blue Man Waits on a Tendon 


SARATOGA SPRINGS, NEW YORK 


When Roland died. men said. there fell 
a great quiet upon the earth. Something 
of the same sort of thing occurred at Sara- 
toga when Prince Aly Khan. having sold 
his father’s horses rather remarkably. de- 
parted westward. For several days it was 
hard to concentrate on anything else. and 
on the night of the sale Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany had the largest crowd of its history. 
Not. of course, that this crowd could see 
anything. either of Prince Aly or his 
horses. being somewhat in the position of 
those who buy clubhouse enclosure tickets 
to the Kentucky Derby. But the fact that 
the Aly Khan was. or was presumed to be. 
present. was enough. 

This attitude of mind brought some pe- 
culiar scenes. and in addition to bringing 
crowds to where Prince Aly Khan was, it 
also brought some where he wasn’t. Per- 
haps the most interesting of the latter sit- 
uations came at Conn McCreary’s barbe- 
cue. 

Connie has a cottage on Saratoga Lake. 
and it occurred to him that it would be 
a good thing to hold a barbecue for his 
friends. It got to be rumored about that 
the Aly Khan was going to be one of the 
guests. and quite a few customers came 
around to have a glimpse of him. What 
they saw was Allie Cohen. a quite estim- 
able gentleman—an insurance — broker 
from New York—who handles a good deal 
of jockey business. and is personal 
friend of MeCreary’s. 


WAGER. It is infrequently that this de- 
partment foregathers with the clergy. 
partly because of considerable co-opera- 
tion on the part of the clergy. Possibly I 
have been missing something. because a 
rather casual meeting with a member of 
the cloth produced a good story. entitled.

vantage because they had nothing to bet. 

This department had once had the same 
trouble. being under the care of the 
Fathers of the Resurrection for a couple 
of years, and not a bookmaker in the 
school. nor much money. either. What we 
did was bet our desserts for a week. or. if 
we really liked a horse. for a month. 

The seminarians. however. were older 
and consequently not much likely to care 
whether or not they had a slice of pie 
after dinner, so that this was a poor bet- 
ting medium. They searched for a more 
appropriate one, and found it. 

“If you think that horse can win.” one 
of them is reported to have said. “one 
rosary will get you three.” 


MISCUE. I suppose this one needs to be 
fuzzed up a little. to avoid any unnecessary 
embarrassment. The same — psychology 
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which causes people to produce, without 
any real pressure, photographs of their 
children also causes owners carry 
around with them photographs of their 
yearlings. These are by ordinary not 
especially well posed. and are made on 
small cameras. so that they give no very 
adequaie representation of the yearling. 
but no matter. 

At Saratoga one of these owners was 
showing a picture of his yearling to a 
trainer, and going on at some length 
about the excellent conformation of same. 

“T had her in a yearling show down 
in Maryland this year.” he added. naming 
the show. 

“So?” said the trainer. “Did she get 
anything?” 

“No.” admitted the owner. “but the 
show was judged by some country horse 
show judge that didn’t know enough to 
appreciate class in a Thoroughbred.” 

As you will have gathered, the trainer 
to whom he was talking had judged this 
particular yearling show. He contained 
himself very well. He looked at the pic- 
ture attentively again. 

“Mighty handsome filly. he said. “Um 
surprised she didn’t get a ribbon.” 


DEFECTION. Blue Man. according to 
Woody Stevens. who trains him, is finished 
for the season. As you remember. he was 
withdrawn from the Arlington Park Handi- 
cap because of tendon trouble. He had 
been all right on Friday morning when he 
was put away. but the next time his band- 
ages were changed. it was discovered that 
the tendon had filled. and that there was 
heat in it. A few days later the heat had 
disappeared. but it was obvious that there 
was trouble. and any sort of intensive 
effort might produce a definite bow. 

Accordingly, after Stevens is convinced 
that the immediate danger of further in- 
jury to the tendon is passed. the colt will 
be sent back to Woodvale Farm and turn- 
ed out for a while. with the hope that he 
can be taken up and prepared for winter 
racing. probably. but not certainly, in 
Florida. Blue Man isn’t in the Maturity, 
and this winter Florida has as much to 
offer him as California would. 

“IT suppose he could have been got ready 
for fall racing.” Stevens said. “But it 
would just be for two races at Belmont, 
the Realization and the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup. But theyre both long races. and I 
think a horse ought to be raced up to 
them.”

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Saratoga Average Up 24 Per Cent 


Six of the seven sessions of yearling 
sales under the direction of the Fasig- 
Tipton Company at Saratoga Springs had 
been concluded when this issue of THE 
BLoop-HorsE went on the presses. The 
market had been strong throughout. and 
since the catalogue also represented an 
improvement over that of 1951. there was 
a substantial gain in average prices. as 
against a slight decline at the earlier 
Keeneland Summer Sales. whose catalogue 
had been weaker than last year. 

The 301 yearlings sold at the first six 
sessions brought an aggregate of $2.059.- 
500. The average. $6.842. was 24 per cent 
higher than that for the first six sessions 
last year, and 25.3 per cent above the 
average for the entire 1951 Saratoga sales 
series. 

It was also higher than Saratoga’s ree- 
ord average of $6.776 for 234 yearlings 
sold in the peak year of 1946. The last 
night of selling. however. was expected to 
bring some reduction. 

Saratoga had a group of buyers quite 
different from those at Keenelasd. The 
market was mainly bulwarked by Eastern- 
ers who had bought little or nothing at 
the Kentucky auctions. The Keeneland 
buyers had represented other sections of 
the country more thoroughly. In general 
the bidding moved somewhat faster than 
at Keeneland. but at times it was slowed 
down to about the same pace. with $100 
raises hard for the auctioneers to get. 

Top of the market was Henry Knight’s 
sale on Friday evening. August 15. when 
47 yearlings brought a record total of 
$682.700. average $14.526. Mr. Knight's 
consignment was a hand-picked group rep- 
resenting the best of his own breeding and 
that of the dispersed Coldstream Stud. 
along with some top offerings from the old 
Elmendorf Farm. He got the two top prices 
of the sales. $46.000 and $37.000 for two 
fillies. (Last year’s top Saratoga prices, 
also in the Knight consignment, were 
$34.000 and $33.000.) The third highest 
price of the auctions was for another 
filly. Mill River Stable’s daughter of Bull 
Lea and the top-class *Miss Grillo: she 
brought $34.500 on the next-to-last night of 
the sales. 

The summary for the first session was 
given in THE BLoop-Horsr of last week. 
and that for the last night will be given 
next week. The remaining summaries are 
included in this issue.

The 57 yearlings sold the third night 
brought $412.900, average $7.244, again a 
considerable rise over the average for the 
corresponding session in 1951. The market 
appeared to be behaving very much as it 
had at Keeneland, with solid support at 
all levels and a strong emphasis on prices 
between $5.000 and $10,000. 

The largest consignment was the 27 
head from Larry S. MacPhail’s Glen- 
angus Farm in Maryland. His average of 
$7.230 was below that of last year, but 
the group was almost doubled in numbers. 


Daniel G. Van Clief's Nydrie Stud. near 
Charlottesville. Va.. had one of the best 
sales in its long record as a market breed- 
er, getting an average of $9.83] for 13 
yearlings. Dr. Frank Porter Miller’s return 
was considerably less than last year. 

Ten of the yearlings sold reached $10.- 
000 in the bidding. and two got as far as 
$20.000. The highest price was the $26,500 
paid by A. B. Hancock Jr. for Nydrie 
Stud’s filly by Polynesian out of Morning. 
dam of the stakes winners Good Morning 
and Favorito. For $20,000 Duntreath Farm 
bought Mr. MacPhail’s colt. imported in 
utero. by Hyperion out of *Miss Trig. 
Among the buyers was Mrs. Josephine 
Abercombie Segura’s Pin Oak Farm, 
which got two from the Glenangus con- 
vignment. including a *Princequillo colt 
at $15.000. 

There was one resale. which is not in- 
cluded in the tabulated totals for the 
evening. This was the Watling Street— 
Empire Glory colt which Craigwood Stable 
had bought from the Aga Khan’s con- 
signment the previous night for $3.000. 


The first purchaser took an $800 loss.

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Breaking Yearlings-rscr 


When the yearlings are jogging well, they can 
be stepped up to a slow canter. All this will take 
some few days. The yearlings will go a little far- 
ther and do a little more as they become fit and 
well behaved. At this point they still haven’t been on 
the race track. When they have mastered their les- 
sons this far the pony can be dispensed with and 
the yearlings can take turns leading the set. But if 
this causes too much commotion it is better to resume 
with the pony and wait a while before trying the 
yearlings by themselves again. 

Yearlings should never be sent onto the race 
track where other horses are training until they 
are absolutely bridlewise. If you try to hurry them 
onto the track before they know what the bridle is 
for, they are hard to control and can easily hurt 
themselves or another horse, or injure a boy. 

When the race track phase of their schooling has 
begun, yearlings should get a lot of slow work at 
first. They should be walked slowly, cantered slowly, 
and galloped slowly. It is good for them to learn 
to go single file, and two abreast, and three or more 
abreast if you have room enough on the track and 
are working enough yearlings in a set. All of them 
should have turns on the inside of the set, on the 
outside, in the lead, and following. 

Yearlings should be taught to stand quietly in a 
line on the track. They should learn to walk abreast 
in any direction, to stop and stand quietly, and to 
back up. Most of them readily learn to back up when 
the boy tightens the reins. If one of them is a little 
stubborn about backing up, he will learn his lesson 
if you tap him gently on the shins with a light cane 
or a switch. Learning to back up is important for 
race horses. The situation often arises in the starting 


gate when it is necessary for them to take a step 
backward if they are too close to the doors. 

Race horses are so accustomed to working to 
the left, because of the counter-clockwise training 
and racing in the United States, that it is important 
to see they do sufficient work to the right, otherwise 
you will end up with one-rein horses. This is why 
yearlings should frequently be turned to the right 
when walking and even cantering, when possible. 

The breaking of yearlings requires time and 
patience and understanding. The trainer and the 
boys and men handling yearlings at breaking time 
must understand that hollering at a yearling and 
fighting with him is the wrong thing to do. Yearlings 
that are handled gently at breaking time respond 
to this kindness and usually become gentle horses. 

Some trainers have their yearlings broken to har- 
ness before they are broken to ride. This is an excel- 
lent idea because it accustoms a yearling to the bridle 
and teaches him to handle himself before weight 
is put on his back. But the average trainer hasn’t the 
time or facilities for this, and not much of it is 
done. It really isn’t necessary, but it’s all right if 
you want to do it. 

This recalls a story about the oft-quoted John E. 
Madden. At the time Mr. Madden was breaking 
yearlings it was the custom for horses to be 
jogged down the track for perhaps three-quarters 
of a mile before they were sent into a gallop. Mr. 
Madden showed up with a bunch of horses that 
jogged off for only two or three paces and started 
to gallop. “Why don’t you trot your horses?” someone 
asked. “Because I’m not training trotters,” was the

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reply. In my opinion the present custom of giving 
a horse just a short jog before breaking into a 
gallop was adapted from Mr. Madden’s innovation. 


I generally use some green boys on yearlings 
because I find that it is a good time to teach boys 
to ride. Someone has to teach them or eventually 
we would have no exercise boys. After the first 
few lessons, yearlings generally become quiet enough 
for the little boys to handle, and the boys can learn 
while the horses are learning. If this combination 
is worked properly, the boys learn to ride and the 
yearlings benefit from the lighter weight. 


Trainers in the larger stables receive numerous 
applications from light-weight boys who want to 
become riders. In the Brookmeade Stable we sift the 
applicants carefully and choose a few young boys 
each year. In selecting a boy who may possibly de- 
velop into a race rider, it is well to know that his 
parents are small in stature. This most likely indi- 
cates that the boy will remain light for a long 
enough time to be useful to the stable as an exercise 
boy and possibly a jockey. Such a boy should have 
small bones and small feet, and be strong, healthy, 
and intelligent, with a real desire to work with 
horses. Many of our best jockeys have come from 
the West, where they were brought up on farms 
and knew and worked with horses from childhood. 

If in a set of yearlings you find an especially 
difficult one, he should not be entrusted to one of 
the new boys. He should be handled by an experi- 
enced rider, even if the boy is on the heavy side. It 
will not hurt yearlings to carry a bit of weight while 
they are going slowly. However, if you use a rider 
weighing more than say 130 pounds, you are in- 
viting an unsoundness in a young horse from carry- 
ing too much weight. This is especially true when 
yearlings begin to do a little fast work. Fast moves, 
it should be understood, are not to be attempted until 
the yearlings are ready for them. For example, when 
you have your yearlings walking, jogging, and can- 


tering for a total of at least 2%2 miles each day, 
and they are doing it without strain or discomfort, 
you can give them their first lesson at something

for the last eighth or three-sixteenths mile of their 
gallop. 

A breeze is something a bit faster than a fast 
gallop. The best way to breeze yearlings at first is 
to put them two abreast. By putting them abreast, 
they will learn from each other and they go much 
better when they have company. Later on they can 
be breezed single file or by twos, close together, 
one set behind the other, so they learn to get a little 
dirt in the face. They must be accustomed to this 
before they race, so they will not duck out or refuse 
to extend themselves when the dirt hits them. Noth- 
ing fast should be attempted until the youngsters 
are fit enough and until they have had sufficient slow 
breezing to assure the trainer that they will go 
in a straight path. They must be changed frequently 
from inside to outside and from front to rear posi- 
tions. The boys must be cautioned to keep the year- 
lings close together, and the boy on the rail must 
stay as close to it as safety permits. When the year- 
lings are being eased up after a breeze they should 
be taken to about the middle of the race track. Allow- 
ing them to go to the outside rail when pulling up 
must be avoided at all times, because horses acquire 
the runout habit very easily. 

Early breezing, starting with about an eighth 
of a mile, can be carried up to a quarter of a mile. 
Yearlings are given short, slow breezes at first. The 
distance and speed are increased as the trainer finds 
them ready for extended work. The faster moves 
may be given at intervals of several days, until the 
yearlings learn to jump away quickly and run fast 
for a short distance. However, once a yearling learns 
how to run fast, his fastest moves should be sand- 
wiched in between slow breezes. Yearlings are gen- 
erally galloped seven days a week. On a farm where 
they are being turned out constantly they may simply 
be turned out on Sunday instead of galloped. If they 
are not being turned out regularly it does not pay 
to walk them on Sunday in lieu of regular work 
because they forget their lessons easily. Besides, they 
may be too fresh on Monday, after a day’s rest, and 
some of the boys are likely to be thrown off. 

If one or more of a group of yearlings show

undue nervousness or excitement, the speed work 
of these individuals must be reduced or eliminated 
until they quiet down. Now and then one finds a 
yearling who seems to know all about speed right 
from the start. This fellow should be restrained 
and not allowed to overdo. 


Some of the yearlings will develop bucked shins 
early in their training. The term “bucked shins” 
comes from the appearance of the shin when this con- 
dition exists. It bucks outward, forming a convex 
swelling on the front of the shin. The swelling is ac- 
companied by heat, soreness, and extreme pain. A 
horse that is badly bucked may flinch if you merely 
point your finger at his shins or move as if you are 
going to touch them. I think the more frequent occur- 
rence of bucked shins today is caused by softer 
horses and harder tracks. 

When a horse’s shins buck it means that he de- 
veloys an inflammation of the periosteum, or cover- 
ing of the shin bone. It comes, as a rule, after a few 
fast moves. Bucking generally occurs first in the 
left front shin. It may begin with a slight soreness 
in one or both front shins, or it may become terribly 
sore from just one good work. A soft, fat horse 
can develop bucked shins after just a few slow 
breezes, and sometimes one of these soft fellows 
will buck in front and behind, in all four shins. 

I have seen horses run remarkable races on sore 
ankles, sore knees, or sore feet, but seldom have I 
seen a horse run one of his top races on sore shins. 
The pain from sore shins is something they will not 
go up against, and for this reason I never ask my 
horses to do anything when their shins are sore. I 
think a horse can acquire all sorts of bad habits if 
forced to do something when he is bucked. 

In treating bucked shins one should get the fever 
and soreness out and put a blister on the shins to 
toughen them. Antiphlogistine is a good thing to use 
in case of swelling or soreness on the shins or else- 
where. I have also found that a mixture of clay with 
a little Epsom salts, glycerine, and vinegar is just 
about as effective as Antiphlogistine, and costs less. 
In applying Antiphlogistine it is a good idea to put 
it on thick enough to last several days. If there is a 
lot of fever in the shin, the Antiphlogistine will turn 
quite hard in a couple of days. When this happens 
the old dressing should be washed off and a fresh

one put on. After Antiphlogistine is applied to the 
shin, a piece of brown wrapping paper is put over 
it, and cotton and bandages over that. The brown 
paper prevents the cotton from soaking up the 
Antiphlogistine and it assists the sweating process 
set up by the medication. The clay also can be used 
with paper and cotton and bandages but it is effec- 
tive when applied without any covering. If it is 
not covered, the clay will dry out during the day. 
A fresh application can be put on over the dry 
clay. The clay or Antiphlogistine treatment should 
be continued until all the fever and soreness have 
been taken out of the shins. Then a blister can be 
applied. I have no real preferences among blisters, 
but have had very good luck using a fairly strong 
blister on shins. Never put a blister on an area that 
has fever in it because a severe inflammation will 
result, which sometimes leaves the affected parts 
enlarged. 

Besides bucked shins, one of the first troubles en- 
countered with yearlings is a puffiness around the 
ankles. If not treated, the puffiness will develop 
into osselets, which are bony growths occurring 
around the front part of the ankle. They result from 
a leakage of fluid from the ankle joint. If the de- 
velopment of osselets is not halted, they continue 
to grow in size, sometimes enormously, making 
an ankle look twice its normal size. The growth be- 
comes calcified and frequently causes a stiffness of 
the ankle joint. Sometimes the movement of the 
joint becomes entirely impaired. When puffy ankles 
are first noticed, further trouble may be prevented 
by the use of a mixture of half alcohol and half 
glycerine, rubbed into the ankles twice a day while 
the horse is in his stall. Cotton and bandages are 
applied after the mixture is rubbed in. If this 
doesn’t work, it may be necessary to use one of the 
modern ankle paints, supplied by most veterinarians. 
If the swelling persists, one must stop work with 
the horse. After the swelling and fever have sub- 
sided, have the ankles punch-fired. If a horse is 
turned out on a farm and rested for from three to 
six months he will come out with perfectly clean 
ankles, but he could well develop the same trouble 
when you train him again. We in America don’t 
often have the time to turn horses out, so we resort 
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They should learn to walk abreast in any direction, 


to firing, which as a rule prevents a recurrence of 
this kind of trouble. 

The breezing and working of yearlings may con- 
tinue until the trainer is satisfied with what they 
have shown. The ones with good action, good man- 
ners, and sufficient speed may be considered potential 
stakes winners. Fast trials at a quarter-mile may be 
done in 23 to 24 seconds, depending on the speed of 
the horse and the track over which he is tried. In 
general, 23 seconds on an average track is considered 
a very good move for a quarter-mile. In their faster 
moves the yearlings are usually paired according to 
ability, putting the quick ones together and keeping 
the slower ones together. In this way the slower ones 
do not get discouraged from being beaten continually, 
and usually they will improve gradually, if they 
have it in them. It is best not to resort to a whip 
unless you have a lazy, sluggish horse who simply 
will not show any speed without it. In the old days, 
spurs were frequently used on this kind of horse. 
They are seldom used today, but they can be helpful 
on stubborn horses. 

As a rule fillies learn more quickly than colts. 
However, they also are more excitable and are gen- 
erally harder to handle, but now and then you will 
find a colt who wants to be a real tough hombre. 

Several ring bits are a necessary part of the 
equipment in a training stable. The ring fits over 
the lower jaw of a horse and brings a slight pressure 
against the jaw when an animal is inclined to bear 
in or out. It is not a severe bit and it will not stop 
a bad runout horse, but it will be a big help in the 
beginning, when a young horse may be slightly in- 
clined to go to one side instead of straight ahead. 
It very often prevents such a horse from acquiring 
the habit of running out or bearing in. A regular 
snaffle bit is generally used on yearlings. It should 
not be too long, as yearlings have narrower muzzles 
than older horses. The bit should not extend outside 
the mouth. 

Sometimes it is effective to put blinkers on slow 
or lazy yearlings. This is always done with a bit of 
caution, because a green horse with blinkers on can 
easily become frightened and injure himself or an- 
other horse. A good plan is to put the blinkers on 
a yearling after his gallop. Put them on while he is 
walking on the ring, cooling out, or even in his stall 
after he is put away. A yearling should be cantered 
in blinkers for a day or more before asking him to 


to stop and stand quietly, and to back up. 


go faster than a gallop. He should always have com- 
pany at this time to allay his fears. 

After yearlings have been tried, which has re- 
quired a training period of two to three months, and 
the trainer feels satisfied that he can make an esti- 
mate of their ability, he gives them a let-up from 
any speed work, but continues the slow gallops. If he 
should be on a farm he may decide simply to turn 
them out in the paddocks for a few weeks. In any 
case, this period of comparative rest is a good time 
for horses to receive worm treatments. It is very 
necessary to test horses for worms from time to 
time, and treat them when they need it. This is 
determined by having a veterinarian make a micro- 
scopic examination of the droppings for worm eggs. 
Yearlings that are infested with worms should be 
treated under the direction of a veterinarian or 
someone else experienced in giving the treatments. 

I keep my yearlings barefooted as long as pos- 
sible, which is until the foot shows signs of extreme 
wear or becomes broken in places. When one or 
another of these conditions occurs it is best to have 
the yearling shod. I have found it a good thing to 
put tips, or half-shoes, on them. These tips should 
be countersunk in the wall of the foot so the bottom 
of the foot is level and at the proper angle to the 
ground. In this way a horse can get the frog 
pressure which is so necessary if the foot is to be 
kept in a healthy condition. Proper frog pressure 
prevents contraction of the heels and tends to widen 
a narrow heel. It is rarely necessary to put shoes 
on a yearling’s hind feet, and it is best to leave the 
hind shoes off as long as possible, because a kick from 
a bare foot is never as serious as one from a foot 
with a shoe on. There is another advantage in not 
having shoes on the hind feet: a horse playing in 
the paddock without hind shoes rarely grabs his 
front foot, which could cause a severe cut on the 
coronary band. And if he does grab himself, the 
injury will be mild as compared to one caused by 
a shod foot. 

There should be a starting gate at a winter train- 
ing grounds, as nearly as possible like the one used 
in racing. No opportunity should be missed in edu- 
cating the yearlings in this contraption. Sometimes 
it may take a month to get a particular yearling to 
go into the gate. The obstinate ones should be coaxed 
and cajoled in every possible manner over a long

(also by Fairway) and Fleet Street. along 
with seven other winners. including *Hy- 
drangea II, purchased last year and added 
to Claiborne Farm’s list of broodmares. 

Retired to the late Lord Derby's stud in 
1943. Watling Street has ranked among 
the successful sires of the last few years 
in England. with numerous good stakes 
winners to his credit. At the Woodland 
Stud. Newmarket. his latest advertised fee 
was £250.

period before any rough tactics are resorted to. A 
horse can easily be spoiled by improper teaching at 
this time. As soon as the yearlings learn that they 
have nothng to fear, they will go into the gate and 
stand quietly. They must be taught to walk into the 
gate, to walk through it, and to stand quietly, with 
the doors open in front of them at first. When they 
are sufficiently accustomed to the gate they must 
learn to stand quietly with the front doors closed. 
It is best to put the back bars in place immediately 
when the yearlings enter the gate, because one habit

The pneu- 
monia occurred after he was shipped from 
Dixiana to Churchill Downs in the spring 
of his 2-year-old year. and he came so 
near death that he was sent back to the 
farm to recuperate. 

He went back into the racing stable the 
following winter and remained with it 
until the summer of his 3-year-old season. 
when the decision was made to give up the 
effort to race him. Sear tissue had formed 
in his lungs as a result of the near-fatal 
attack of pneumonia. 

Mr. Music was bred to a dozen mares 
at Dixiana this year. ten of them by other 
breeders. At Dixiana his usefulness is 
limited by the presence of his brother 
Spy Song and the fact that his half brother 
Sub Fleet probably will be retired to the 
stud later.

CONSOLATION. This season. for the 
first time. the New York tracks put in 
a consolation daily double. an item which 
irritates me only because it seems so 
dificult to explain to people the way in 
which it is compiled. It comes up only 
when a horse is scratched from the second 
race after the first race has been run. The 
computation of it is simple—in fact that’s 
the trouble about explaining it. All monies 
from tickets which couple losers in the 
first race with the scratched horse form a 
pool divided among those who have the 
first race winner coupled with the scratch- 
ed horse in the second. 

The season was well more than _ half 
over—August 15—before the new regula- 
tion came into use. when Tio Tito. having 
run off during the parade and apparently 
injured himself. was scratched from the 
second race at Saratoga. The mutuel de- 
partment naturally cursed violently. be- 
cause all the figuring that had been done 
went out the window. and the whole thing 
had to be done over. plus the consolation 
double. 

When it was over. the consolation double 
was $6.70. The winning double was $32.50; 
it would have been $34.10 if Tio Tito had 
stayed in and got beat. Justice had appar- 
ently been served. for the customers seem- 
ed_ satisfied.

The routine of accustoming yearlings to the 
starting gate and gentling them while they are in it 
should be carried on all winter, weather permitting. 
The time to break young horses from the gate on the 
run comes after they are familiar with it in every 
way and you are actually preparing them to race. 

When handling a yearling, talk to him and treat 
him as you would a child. An encouraging word ex- 
pressed in a kindly tone, and a soft pat of the hand, 
are generally as well received by a young horse as 
by a human. A few minutes of kindness will pay 
big dividends in the later handling and training of 
these young animals.

The top of the 1952 yearling market. as 
was generally expected. was reached with 
the sale of 47 colts and fillies from Henry 
H. Knight's Almahurst Farm in Ken- 
tucky. The total was $682.700. average 
$14.526. There have been numerous higher 
averages for smaller consignments. but 
none higher for so large a group. The 
aggregate for the evening was by far the 
largest in the history of yearling auctions 
at Saratoga. 

In recent years Mr. Knight has become 
the largest wholesale and retail dealer in 
Thoroughbred stock in the history of 
American racing. In the course of his 
many trades he has kept for himself many 
of the best mares that passed into his 
ownership, and this year. in addition, he 
had the benefit of an excellent group of 
yearlings which he had bought last year 
in connection with his purchase of Cold- 
stream Stud. Much of the best blood of 
the old Elmendorf Farm was represented. 
Of the 47 head sold. 11 reached $20,000 
in the bidding. 18 others got as far as 
$10.000. 14 brought as much as $5.000 
without getting into five figures. and only 
four were knocked down at prices below 
$5.000. 

The highest price of the evening. $46.- 
000. was paid by Chester Gates. agent. 
for the filly by Roman out of Miss Brief. 
dam of the stakes winners Ocean Brief 
and Cable and the good-class Daiquari. 
Another filly ranked second: James EF. 
Ryan paid $37.000 for Spartan Valor’s 
sister. the first yearling to enter the ring.

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Luxiana Farm, Once Vercheres, 
Returns Breeding to Quebec 


East of Montreal and not far from the 
city limits of that Canadian metropolis, 
the rolling acres of Luxiana Farm look 
out over the St. Lawrence River. There a 
determined effort is being made to salvage 
something from a declining industry in 
the Province of Quebec. the breeding of 
Thoroughbred horses. 

The man sparking this effort is a trans- 
planted Pennsylvania Dutchman. Russell 
Graul, who pyramided his skill in sales- 
manship to the presidency of a great corp- 
oration. Primarily a businessman. Graul 
has not neglected other interests and these 
include the raising of blue-ribbon dairy 
cattle, serious music. and the production 
of Thoroughbreds. 

Back in the era when the racing silks 
of the late Commander J. K. L. Ross dom- 
inated the Canadian turf picture and were 
being carried to victory over American 
tracks by such as Sir Barton, Billy Kelly. 
and Cudgel, Luxiana was known as Ver- 
cheres and belonged to Mr. Ross. There 
a number of well bred stallions and from 
thirty to forty broodmares produced a 
major portion of the youngsters that Ross 
sent to the sales and the races each sea- 
son. In the ‘thirties Graul became Ross’s 
next-door neighbor and. when the latter's 
personal and Turf fortunes went into de- 
cline. Graul bought out the Ross breeding 
farm. lock. barrel. and bloodstock. 

The present owners are proud of the 
fact that the farm has sent out the win-

ners of 13 renewals of the Quebec 
Queen’s Plate. North Americas’ most ven- 
erable stakes. But as late as a few years 
ago virtually nothing of equine quality 
was being produced in the entire province. 
Save for Graul, there was not a single 
breeder of consequence in Quebec. At the 
same time six of the seven race tracks 
located in the Montreal area were being 
swallowed up by mushrooming industry. 

Russell Graul decided that something 
definite should be done. His solution was 
the formation of a syndicate which could 
go out on the market and buy a good sire 
prospect. Accordingly Graul. along with 
Lucien Chartrand, general manager of 
Blue Bonnets. Mrs. Jeanne Seremba. and 
about a dozen others banded together for 
that purpose. 

Graul’s son and farm director, Bill, was 
dispatched to Kentucky to examine stal- 
lions. Head Play and King Cole were his 
top choices but both were sold before 
he could move in. Frustrated in Kentucky, 
Graul wrote to a friend who was working 
in California asking for suggestions. The 
West Coast scout recommended Porter's 
Cap. then standing his first season at C. 
S. Howard’s stud. A sale was consum- 
mated and the speedy son of The Porter 
moved to Quebec in exchange for a size- 
able bundle of Canadian dollars. The 14- 
year-old horse now heads the harem at 
the Graul establishment. His understudy 
is *Don Lin II. a son of the great Argen- 


tine sire Alan Breck, and a winner of 22 
races in North America. 

Porter’s Cap. racing in Howard's colors, 
had the misfortune to reach his 3-year-old 
season along with Whirlaway and Blue 
Man and he finished fourth in the Ken. 
tucky Derby. Despite the class of his oppo. 
sition, Porter’s Cap won 19 races and 
$141.800. His victories included the Wash- 
ington Park Futurity, Santa Anita Derby, 
and the Chesapeake Stakes. 

In his first California stud season, Por- 
ter’s Cap was given few opnortunities and 
last choice of the mares. But he got six 
foals from six mares. and four 2-year-old 
winners from four runners. Among these, 
King Porter placed in stakes and was 
beaten a nose in track record time while 
Cap Jirondo was 15 times in the money 
(6 wins) in 2] starts at three. 

Porters Cap’s first Quebec crop went 
to the starter this spring at Blue Bon. 
nets and one of them. the filly Portela, 
won against American-bred competition at 
first asking. 

During a recent tour of duty in Canada 
the writer paid several visits to the Lux- 
iana Farm and was impressed by _ the 
physical layout and facilities. In a de- 
cidedly rural setting, with the St. Law- 
rence on the front doorstep and the Laur- 
entian Mountains forming a_ backdrop, 
this is the photogenically perfect breeding 
farm. The pastures are deep in grass 
which remains green throughout the sum- 
mer. The seven barns and the commodious 
box stalls are as well constructed and as 
weathertight as any I have ever seen in 
Kentucky or Maryland. At least a hun- 
dred Thoroughbreds could be accommo- 
dated without overgrazing. 

There is nothing lacking at Luxiana. 
Since a spur line runs through the prop- 
erty. shipping is a minor problem. There 
is a three-furlong training track. a minia-

year-olds are racing this year. 


ture grandstand, starting gate, vet's office, 
and special quarters for foaling. The 
water is excellent. The fences are wire 
rather than paneled, presumably to cut 
down the size of the snow drifts. 

Young Bill Graul, who directs the farm 
and trains the racing string, has made a 
study of breeding, pasture development, 
and farm management both in and out of 
college. “We are endeavouring to develop 
strong, healthy Canadian-bred yearlings 
and are getting strong. healthy, sensible 
—and [ stress sensible—stock.” he says. 

An inspection of this year’s crop of 
yearlings, the first Porter’s Cap’s to be 
sold at the annual Woodbine sales, sched- 
uled for August 25. showed the youngsters 
to be capable, in appearance at least, of 
living up to Bill Graul’s appraisal. They 
are hig, with good fronts and good bone. 
Of course. all are eligible to the Canadian- 
bred stakes. 

The writer was particularly and senti- 
mentally impressed by an elderly Cudgel 
mare, Stipple, with a foal at her side. She 
is the sole survivor of the Ross stock, and 
Bill Graul, upon occasion, has ridden her 
as a show ring jumper. Stipple was repre- 
sented by a well built roan Porter’s Cap 
filly at the Woodnbine sale, and the filly is 
a half sister to the handicap star Stand 
Easy. 

Graul’s ambition is to see one of the 
current season’s Porter’s Cap juveniles 
in the Blue Bonnets winners’ circle imme- 
diately after the hundredth running of the 
Quebec Queen’s Plate next year. This is 
the oldest stakes in North America, in-

After a recent win by Princess Lygia, 
I wanted to know what her dam had 
produced other than this good filly. In 
the index of my new 1951 edition of the 
book, THOROUGHBRED SIRES AND 
DAMS, Princess Lygia’s dam was listed 
as Roman Matron. 

In the Dams section of THOROUGH- 
BRED SIRES AND DAMS, I find Roman 
Matron on Page 542 (top of page I am 
holding here). I note the year after the 
name and breeding of Roman Matron— 
1947. This means her first foal was a 
foal of 1947. This is Lotus Blossom 
which in 195] had no wins, one second, 
three thirds and earnings of $2,350 
(see ‘amt’ column above). But, this filly 
had won to the end of 1951 a total of 
$17,400 (see ‘’cum” column above). So, 
she must have won before 1951. | 
looked in my 1949 and 1950 editions of 
THOROUGHBRED SIRES AND DAMS, 
found she won 2 races in 1949, three in 


1950. 


The names of the next two foals— 
Tuscany and Princess Lygia—are un- 
derlined. This means both won stakes 
in 1951. So, with my 1949, 1950, and 
1951 editions of THOROUGHBRED 
SIRES AND DAMS, I know I have the 
complete record to the end of 1951 of 
the produce of Roman Matron. The new 
edition lists 1951 records of 13,102 mares 
which had produce to race last year.

Windmill joined the Mereworth band of broodmares after an 


impressive record on the race courses where she was a stakes 
winner of $78,030. 


Although she wes a consistent winner, her racing was within 
the limits recently described by an outstanding trainer who said 
that he believed 1% miles was enough distance for a filly scheduled 
to become a broodmare. Most of Windmill’s wins were at six fur- 
longs where she exhibited extreme speed. In the Blackstone Handi- 
cap, a stakes race, she won in the fastest time of the year for six 
furlongs at Narragansett. She defeated seven stakes winners in 


this race.

In the Pawtucket Handicap, another stakes race at 6 furlongs, 
she defeated six stakes winners—three of them stakes-winning colts 
with individual winnings up to more than $150,000.
